Wherever these insects p 
become established, the grain in¬ 
variably heats. Thus the rusty grain 
beetle damages grain not only by 
Re feeding on it, but by causing it to 
heat and spoil. 

Control Measures. Light infesta- 

,. ... ... tions of insects may be eliminated 

Remember too that the long hours by transferring the grain during cold 
you spend riding equipment while weather — the colder the better, 
harvesting is responsible for greater .Grain should, however, be transfer- 
fatigue, and therefore increases the red slowly, or, if possible, exposed 
danger of accidents occurring.

Guard Against Grain-Infesting 
Insect:: 

Periodically we are called upon 
to identify grain-infested insects, 
and advise regarding eradication. 
While this problem, as far as we 
know is not serious on many farms 
it does constitute a constant 
threat on all farms where grain 
must be stored for long periods of 
time. 

Grain-infesting -insects are wide¬ 
ly distributed across the country. 
Some of them multiply slowly in 
sheltered places in * 1 granaries and 
below the floors of other farm 
buildings.
